1873-CC Liberty Seated Dime - No Arrows MS65 PCGS (Unique) 


The Curious Collector 
by Len Augsburger, LSCC #1271 


1870-S Coinage: All eyes will be on the Heritage January 2023 sales as two Liberty Seated 
rarities cross the auction block — the 1870-S half dime and the 1873-CC No Arrows dime. Both of 
these unique coins are steeped in mystery, with no one really quite understanding how they escaped 
the San Francisco and Carson City Mints. The Bender collection, to be sold by Heritage, further 
includes a unique 1855-S proof three-dollar piece. Although not a Liberty Seated coin, the arc of this 
rarity echoes that of the 1870-S half dime. Both pieces almost certainly represent ceremonial strikes 
for the first and second San Francisco Mint facilities. Building dedications were a much bigger deal in 
the 19th century, accompanied by carefully orchestrated Masonic proceedings. We have strong 
evidence that an 1870-S half dime was deposited in the cornerstone of the second Mint, and there is 
a good case to be made that the coiner, J. B. Harmstead, struck additional examples of 1870-S coinage 
for personal distribution. Regardless of how they got here, they are today unquestioned rarities that 
will sell for stratospheric prices. 


Adding to the importance of the moment is the market force of Dell Loy Hansen and the 
“Eliasberg Quest.” The last time I checked, he needed about a dozen coins to duplicate Louis 
Eliasbereg’s feat of assembling a complete collection of U.S. coins. The psychology of this fascinates 
me — do you keep quiet about putting together such a set, or do you go public and hope that the 
publicity entices dealers and collectors to offer you the coins you need? Hansen chose the latter route 
and not only went public, but further listed his sets on the PCGS Registry. You can’t get much more 
transparent than that. Eliasberg himself, when he needed only the 1873-CC No Arrows dime for 
completion, felt that at least one dealer took advantage of the situation and ran him up when the coin 
appeared for auction. Eliasberg declined to bid further, waited, and eventually got the coin. Similarly, 
the Hansen team has clearly demonstrated that they are willing to walk away from certain pieces when 
they’ve reached their bidding limit. 


So, what are the magic numbers for these pieces? Your guess is as good as mine. It’s a thin 
field at the level these coins trade at, and it may simply come down to which side of the bed the 
winning bidder wakes up on. The only thing I will predict for sure is a nice commission for the 
auction house! 


2023 Economic Outlook: I see a lot of expectation for a recession in 2023. Sometimes I 
think these things are self-induced — if consumers expect a recession, they will naturally pull back and 
then there will be a recession! Still, the present inverted yield curve (when short term interest rates

exceed long term rates) is a fairly good predictor of a contracting economy. In this case, the long-term 
sentiment has gone bearish. What does this mean for coin collectors? Typically, coin prices soften 
during a recession, and cash is hard to come by. I recall a coin show, c. 2009 (the “great recession”), 
when I could not even sell gold bullion for spot price on a bourse floor. Conversely, this presents a 
solid buying opportunity. You read it here - keep your powder ready for when the time comes. 


You won't see prices immediately collapse, as this takes time to work through the market. 
The current housing situation is a good example. The Fed has raised interest rates in an attempt to 
slow down the economy. But housing sales have fallen only gradually, and prices even less. I think 
you'll see the same thing with coins — sales will start to tail off, but prices won’t, as collectors tend to 
be resistant about taking losses, and many can hold out for the long term, possessed of “strong 
hands.” Some dealers are also viscerally opposed to taking losses on a particular coin and have zero 
problem keeping it in stock for years without entertaining the slightest markdown. So — watch the 
large auctions, and compare to the volume of previous years. It’s also important to watch the entire 
market — rarities will always sell to bitcoin billionaires for whom cash has almost no meaning — that’s 
not the same market as a nice, original Liberty Seated coin that might sell for a few hundred dollars. 


Central States Preview: As part of my work for the Newman Numismatic Portal at 
Washington University in St. Louis, we’ve hosted the Newman Portal Symposium twice annually since 
the fall of 2020. Created in response to the pandemic, these online events gather speakers on varied 
numismatic topics including U.S., world, and ancient coinage. Video from all past events is available 

https://nnp.wustl.edu/library/multimediadetail/539070. Our next event will be a hybrid 
ptesentation at the Central States Numismatic Society convention in April 2023. 


*I’m excited about this upcoming show, as Central States will be introducing a couple 
innovations in the coin show business. First, there will be a special “economy” bourse with 
much lower table fees, which will expand the reach of the show to different market levels. 
There will further be a “wholesale section” intended for dealer-to-dealer business, which is a 
growing part of the coin show circuit market activity. I’ve liked the CSNS setup at the 
Renaissance Center in Schaumburg, IL for a long time — the parking is easy and it’s a short 
walk to the show floor. The LSCC has had a longstanding presence at CSNS, as John McCloskey, 
for many years, led Club meetings at only two shows — this, and the summer ANA. [ll be onsite for 
the duration, and, if attending is a possibility for you, I strongly encourage you to come. 


2022 Wrap-Up: The LSCC plugs along with strong publications, membership, and financial 
resources. Founded in 1974, the soon-to-be 2023 represents our 50th year of operation. The Club has 
seen the explosion of the Internet, third party grading services, and definitive die variety analyses of 
most of the denominations in the Liberty Seated series. Kam Ahwash, John McCloskey, and others, 
banded together to facilitate the development of all of this knowledge under a single institutional 
umbrella. Id like to think they’d be pleased with how far we’ve come, and it is our responsibility to 
continue to push this work forward. With an enduring commitment to expanding scholarship and a 
vibrant social presence, the Club will be in good hands.
